ANC-2A receives an allotment 
of approximately $24,000 per 
year from the District. The 
money is spent on neighborhood 
projects, although the ANC is 
prohibited from litigating or 
spending any money on 
litigation.

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Foggy Bottom Responds to 
GSA Heating Plant 


Foggy Bottom/West End resi- 
dents received a rude awakening 
when The Washington Post 
reported last March that two 
large, downtown General Ser- 
vices Administration heating 
plants were emitting high levels 
of sulfur dioxide—a dangerous 
pollutant—from many years 
burning coal and low-grade oil. 
The plants are located on 29th 
Street in historic Georgetown 


and at L’Enfant Plaza. 
Neighbors and community 
leaders were equally startled to 
learn that GSA had entered in- 
to a behind-closed-doors agree- 
ment with EPA and DCRA 
which recommended building 
smokestacks nearly 25 stories 
high at both plants. 

Along with blighting the 
skyline in important federal and

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Info-Alert to Users of the 
Bus Route in Foggy Bottom - - 


The Washington Post of Fri- 
day, October 9, (Metro section) 
reported that 6 new bus routes 
were proposed on October 8, 
“aimed at reducing confusion 
about downtown bus routes”? 
and to economize on operating 
cost, as of July 1, 1993, pending 
approval by the Metro Board, 
according to Peter Benjamin, 
Metro’s planning director. 

The route supposed to serve 
the Foggy Bottom area would be 
named ‘‘F’’, running from the 


Kennedy Center along Virginia 
Ave. to 23rd St. south to Con- 
stitution Ave., and would then 
turn north up 17th St. to Penn- 
sylvania Ave. This means that 
the residential area around H, F 
and 21st Sts., which the No. 80 
bus currently serves, would be 
deprived of bus service, as the 
Constitution Ave. route would 
be totally out of reach for per- 
sons, especially senior citizens 
and area workers, who depend 
on it. 


It is hoped that the Metro 
planning board would be willing 
to consider a compromise in ad- 
justing the route in the new pro- 
posal and to include this 
residential corridor in the new 
route. Last year the residents 
mobilized a protest to maintain 
our current bus service.

The Foggy Bottom Associa- 
tion held its annual Fall Festival 
in October. Many thanks to all 
the volunteers, local businesses 
and community organizations 
who helped made the event a big 
success.

An alternative 
proposal has been put forth by 
the Committee of 100 on the 
Federal City which requires ad- 
ditional analysis on the impact 
of traffic in the Foggy Bot- 
tom/West End community. 
DPW will be analyzing varia- 
tions on both proposals over the 
next few months and will pre- 
sent their findings to the com- 
munity. Representatives from 
the Foggy Bottom Association 
have attended meetings held by 
the National Capital Planning 
Commission which must ap- 
prove the final design. The 
Foggy Bottom Association has 
not taken a position on either 
proposal. 

Legal proceedings continue 
on the 2501 Pennsylvania 
Avenue project between the 
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Foggy Bottom Association and 
the developer. Non-binding ar- 
bitration sessions may result in 
a settlement between the par- 
ties. Issues of disagreement 
relate to the height of the 
building (developer proposes 7 
stories), the percentage of resi- 
dential vs. commercial use, and 
the amount of retail on the first 
floor. 

At the September Foggy Bot- 
tom Association meeting, Capt. 
Swope of the Metropolitan 
Police Department agreed to 
clean up the homeless encamp- 
ments under the K Street 
bridge.

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Help the Advisory Neighborhood 
Commission Combat Crime 


During the past few months, 
the Crime Task Force has been 
meeting to discuss the effect of 
crime on our community and 
how to deal with it. The mem- 
bers of the Task Force are Bill 
Larson, Kirsten Olsen and 
Hugh Grindstaff. With Mr. 
Larson’s departure to Estonia 
for a nine-month assignment, 
Kirsten and Hugh would wel- 
come any other members of the 
community to join the task 
force. 

We have tried to identify the 
major problems and come up 
with suggestions to the com- 
munity. The Neighborhood 
Watch could be even more ef- 
fective. Identification of prob- 
lem crime areas and com- 
munications of such to the com- 
munity may help in eliminating 
future crimes at the same site. 
If there is a particular type of 
crime being committed in the 
Washington area that might 
migrate to the Foggy Bottom 
area (e.g., the Arlington Main- 
tenance Man), this information 


should go out through one of the 
community entities in the ANC. 
This may help keep any perpe- 
trator from injuring one of our 
citizens. 

Other possible ways to help 
keep our citizens safe and secure 
would be to publish cards with 
emergency numbers that would 
be kept in your wallets and on 
your refrigerator. We would like 
to do a community survey to 
identify further problems and 
get suggestions from the com- 
munity. A possible video featur- 
ing safety tips and problems has 
been discussed. The video would 
would be done through donated 
time and equipment. Even a lo- 
cal radio show has been mention- 
ed. In other words, the more you 
know about your adversary, the 
better off you are to defeat him. 

Coordination with our local 
police forces is utmost in any 
fight against crime. Captain 
Swope, sector commander 
(MPD), Second Police District, 
keeps the community informed 
and is willing to meet with 


members of the community. 
The new safety chief at George 
Washington University, Mr. 
Murrell, will be approached by 
the Task Force to discuss area 
problems that deal with the 
community and the school. A 
discussion could be initiated be- 
tween community, Metropol- 
itan Police and university of- 
ficial to deal with off-campus 
rowdiness. When police have to 
answer this type of call, it takes 
Metropolitan Police off patrol 
from preventing serious crimes. 

There are many crime issues 
in our community; however, we 
have a unique community that 
is a most pleasant place to live 
and work. Only by working 
together and keeping each other 
informed can we somehow bring 
the crime rate down and insure 
our mode of life. So, again, we 
ask for volunteers for the Task 
Force and for suggestions, offer 
of services or equipment or any 
assistance. If you are interested, 
call Kirsten Olsen at 965-1506 
or Hugh Grindstaff at 659-4844.

To Recover Stolen Autos 


Chief of Police Isaac 
Fulwood, Jr., recently launch- 
ed an inter-jurisdictional auto 
theft prevention program called 
CAT - Combat Auto Theft. The 
police chiefs of Arlington and 
Alexandria, Virginia, William 
Stover and Charles Samarra, 
joined Chief Fulwood on the 
Washington Monument grounds 
to draw attention to the need for 
regional cooperation against car 
thieves.

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Father Keffer and Kate, the Acolyte, 
Welcome the Catholic Students at 
the GWU Newman Center

Father Keffer 


With the recent demise of his 
dog, ‘‘Willow,’’ Father Bob 
Keffer was in desperate need of 
an acolyte to assist him during 
the fall semester. As a result, he 
acquired ‘‘Kaitlin,’’ (‘‘Kiss-me- 
Kate” for a loose translation), 
whose origins can be traced to 
the sands of NW India, to serve 
as a stand-in at the Newman 
Center Sunday Masses. 

At the outset of Mass, Father 
Keffer enters the student-filled 
Chapel in his long, free flowing 
robe of white linen, with its 
matching cowl, stepping to the 
lively cadence of a hymn. His 
entrance is impressive—you find 
yourself wishing he would 
retrace his steps and come in 
again! 

During Mass, his general de- 
meanor is one of calm, matter- 
of-fact complacency and 
reverence. He delivers his 
homilies without the aid of 
notes, enabling him to explain 
clearly the scripture in terms of

its implications and relevance to 
each listener’s day-to-day ex- 
istence. The overall effect is as 
though he were conducting a 
‘one-on-one’? discussion to 
achieve a spiritual end. 

According to Father Keffer, 
the Newman Center Chapel 
seats sixty-eight people, and in 
the case of standing room only, 
it can hold one hundred. Its in- 
timacy and informality, as op- 
posed to an established church, 
would appeal to most 
nonconformists. 

In addition giving a clear-cut 
homily, Father Keffer also takes 
pleasure in singing with his stu- 
dent folk group, harmonizing at 
times, either with the accom- 
paniment of a guitarist, or simp- 
ly with the background music of 
tape recorder. The music which 
he personally selects to be used 
during his Masses is universal- 
ly upbeat, and its rhythmic 
measures are sometimes accen- 
tuated by a student’s skillful use 
of a jingling tambourine. It’s a 
light-hearted atmosphere and 
Father Keffer has as much fun 
and joy praising the Lord in 
song as the students do. 

Perceiving that the Mass is 
over, Kate sits in the anteroom 
of the Chapel, waiting for 
Father Keffer’s appearance. At 
the first sight of him, she darts 
forward, her broad ears flap- 
ping, and tugs briskly at one 
end of his long red stole with her 
clenched teeth, bracing herself 
until she succeeds in dismant- 
ling it from his person. Nothing 
is sacred as far as Kate is 
concerned.
